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Long Beach regulates e-cigs as tobacco products 


“Vaping” is prohibited 
inside restaurants, 
workplaces and other 
public spaces.

The Long Beach City Council voted 
unanimously to categorize electronic 
cigarettes as tobacco products, thereby 
restricting the use of e-cigarettes to 
designated smoking areas. 

On March 4, the council declared 
that use of e-cigarettes and any other 
vaping devices are prohibited in res- 
taurants, workplaces and other public 


spaces. 

Due to the limited research on e-cig- 
arettes, the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion cannot determine if the long-term 
effects of e-cigarettes are harmful, ac- 
cording to the FDA website. 

Long Beach vape shop operator 
James Pappas, who spoke at the City 
Council meeting, said that only four 
ingredients are in e-cigarettes, all of 
which are “not harmful.” 

Among the ingredients used in e- 
cigarettes and vapes are propylene 
glycol, an FDA approved germicidal 
agent; vegetable glycerin, a “safe” 
chemical present in smoke machines; 
flavoring derived from perfumeries or 
flavor houses; and nicotine. 

Pappas said that nicotine levels in 
e-cigarettes vary from zero to six mil- 
ligrams, depending on the customer’s 
preference. 


Freshman construction engineering 
management major Abdullah Essa said 
the ability to control the nicotine levels 
in e-cigarettes has helped lower his ad- 
diction to traditional cigarettes. 

“The goal is to stop smoking,” he 
said. 

The 24-year-old said that after 
smoking cigarettes for two years, he 
has reduced his smoking habits from 
smoking traditional cigarettes twice a 
day to using e-cigarettes or hookahs 
about twice a week. He has been smok- 
ing e-cigarettes for about five months. 

He also said that categorizing e-cig- 
arettes as tobacco products was a “bad 
decision” by the City Council because 
those who vape will be tempted to 
smoke tobacco. 

On the other hand, Fred Grancus,

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Marine research group highlights plastic’s negative effects on ocean life 


Algalita finds up to 62 
percent of crustaceans 
in the study have 
plastic in their 
digestive systems.

Long Beach native Capt. Charles 
Moore has spent 20 years raising 
awareness about the oceanic problems 
caused by excessive use of plastic. 

Several students and faculty gath- 
ered in the Hall of Science Room 100 
Thursday to hear Moore present his 
research on the Great Pacific Garbage 
Patch, one of five ocean gyres, or a 
large system of rotating ocean cur- 
rents that has formed a floating island 
of plastics, chemical sludge and other 


debris in the Pacific Ocean. 

Moore, who is also founder of the 
nonprofit marine research and educa- 
tion organization Algalita, and his re- 
search team traveled to the five gyres 
in the world to collect samples. They 
found billions of tiny plastic particles 
in the water. 

Moore said he also found that the 
problem was neither worse nor better in 
any one region; instead, the gyres were 
each an overall mess. 


“{This] is not a First World problem 
or a Third World problem,” he said. 
“Tt’s just too much crap ... [We are cre- 
ating] a new world out there made of 
trash.” 

According to Moore’s presentation, 
people are not only swimming in the 
filth but also ingesting it. 

Moore and his team also studied sea 
creatures from the region and found 
that up to 62 percent of crustaceans had 
high levels of plastic within their diges- 


tive systems. 

“There is more plastic than food in 
these fish,” he said. “Your food will be 
eating this [plastic].” 

Further research found that plastic 
ingested by Velella velella, a type of 
jellyfish, stays in their system and is 
even fused into their DNA. 

“We are creating plastic jellyfish 
with our trash,” he said.

Moore, who refers to the Laysan Al- 
batross as the “poster child of plastic 
eating,” said they found plastics while 
examining the stomach contents of one 
of these birds, such as lighters and bot- 
tle caps. 

Moore said he believes that plastic 
acts as both predator and prey to these 
animals. Many animals ingest plastic as 
a regular part of their diet, but, in re- 
ality, this product can shorten their life 
expectancy.

mon household good in the United 
States after housewives were encour- 
aged to use plastic goods because of 
their disposable nature, Moore said. 
The popularity of plastic created and 
maintained the American “throw-away 
lifestyle.” 

There are several types of plastic, and 
properly sorting them for recycling re- 
quires resources that are not available, 
Moore said. 

To properly dispose of plastic mate- 
rial, Moore said, it must boil at the same 
temperature as water. This process, 
however, doesn’t always dispose of all 
plastic particles left behind. 

The solution to this problem, he said, 
is to limit the use of chemical exposure 
and search for alternative methods of 
recycling.

Bolin lobbies in D.C. for the CSU system 


The ASI vice president 
speaks with Congress 
members for CSU 
Capitol Hill Day.

When Associated Students Inc. 
Vice President Jonathon Bolin traveled 
to Washington, D.C., to lobby on be- 
half of higher education in late Febru- 
ary, he didn’t expect to meet U.S. Vice 
President Joe Biden. 

Bolin described his three-minute 
conversation with Biden, who com- 
plimented Bolin’s hair before entering 
the White House, as an “otherworldly 
experience.” 

“As he was walking away, [Biden] 
turned around, pointed at me and said, 
‘If I had your hair, I’d be president,” 
Bolin said. “I still don’t believe it ac- 
tually happened, because it’s one of 
those things where you’re almost float- 
ing above your body watching it hap- 
pen.” 

Bolin was in D.C. for the California 
State University Capitol Hill Day with 
other members of the California State 
Student Association, which represents 
the more than 437,000 students in the 
CSU system. 

During the Washington, D.C., 
component of CSU Capitol Hill Day, 
representatives from all 23 CSU cam- 
puses converged at the national capi- 
tal and lobbied members of Congress. 
They worked on building connections 


with federal institutions and inter" ~~ 


est groups to increase support for the 
CSU. 

It was while waiting in line to pass 
through security that Bolin met Biden 
and was able to get a photo with him. 

During their brief conversation, 
Bolin, who serves as a board mem- 
ber for CSSA, and other members of 
the association informed Biden about 
their current lobbying goals in the U.S. 
capital and their efforts to ensure that 
the Affordable Care Act is well-known 
throughout the CSU. 

“He was very down to earth, was 
very engaged, and he wanted to know 
what we were doing there,” Bolin said. 
“He was very awesome. That’s the 
word to describe the situation: It was

Members of CSSA and Bolin had 
conversations with Robert Gomez, the 
Higher Education and Youth Liaison at 
the U.S. Department of Education. 

CSSA also networked with Kyle 
Lierman, who works with young adult 
and college student outreach for the 
White House and the Consumer Fi- 
nancial Protection Bureau, where they 
discussed debit cards, credit cards and 
college student loan debt. 

Bolin also met U.S. Secretary for 
Health and Human Services Kathleen 
Sebelius and said he updated her on 
the CSU’s general status.

Although Bolin said he lobbies 
district offices almost every day via 
phone, it was his first time in the U.S. 
Capitol. He had to tell the CSU story 
from the beginning and make it un- 
derstandable at a national level, as 
opposed to lobbying in Sacramento 
where representatives are familiar 
with the CSU. 

“It’s such a great story to tell,” Bo- 
lin said. “The CSU is extremely af- 
fordable and much cheaper than the 
national average for public institutions 
and obviously, private institutions.” 

Bolin also described lobbying in 
D.C. as a “bigger game” because 
CSSA is competing with state univer- 
sities in 49 other states that need fund- 
ing as well.

Day, Bolin took a bus to New York 
City for a CSU alumni mixer event, 
which filled with approximately 200 
to 300 alumni from the 23 CSU cam- 
puses, about 20 being from CSULB. 

As the only current representative 
from The Beach, Bolin said many 
CSULB alumni wanted to ask him 
about the current state of the school. 
The ASI vice president said he enjoyed 
meeting alumni who had graduated 
decades ago, as far back as 1965, and 
as recently as 2011. He also met an 
alumnus who served as student body 
president in the “70s. 

“We all love The Beach, and being able 
to say that I’m the current student body 
vice president was great,” Bolin said. 
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Speaker discusses Japanese art influenced by 2011 earthquake, tsunami

Flags transformed into hazard signs, 
protests against nuclear power plants 
and messages of hope were showcased 
on campus during Gabriel Ritter’s lec- 
ture about art influenced by Japan’s 
2011 Tohoku earthquake. 

More than a dozen students and fac- 
ulty gathered on Thursday in Academic 
Services building, Room 384 to listen to 
Ritter, the Nancy and Tim Hanley as- 
sistant curator of Contemporary Art at 
the Dallas Museum of Art. 

Tuesday marked the third anniversa- 
ry of Japan’s Tohoku earthquake, which 
triggered a massive tsunami that killed 
15,884 people and left another 2,633 
missing. The 9.0-magnitude quake and 
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a surgeon at the cancer research and 
treatment center City of Hope, told 
the council that treating e-cigarettes 
as a “medical device” rather than a 
tobacco product may “undo the good 
work” Long Beach has done to control 


tsunami also led to the Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear disaster, according to an 
article in the Japan Times. 

Ritter said that his lecture was im- 
portant not only because of the anniver- 
sary of the earthquake, but because it 
also showcases many of the artists who 


tobacco products for the past 30 years. 

Grancus said that e-cigarettes are 
“intended for sale to children” because 
they have flavoring like “butter-cake,” 
“snicker-doodle” and “licorice.” In- 
stead of helping people quit smoking, 
e-cigarettes may “create a whole new 
generation of people at risk for tobacco 
products,” he said. 

According to the Center of Disease

suits. Once at the plant, they spray- 
painted a red hazard sign on a white 
banner, creating a makeshift Japanese 
flag. 

“They started out by drawing [Ja- 
pan’s flag] ... then they transformed it 
into this international sign of radiation,” 
Ritter said. “They then place this sign 
similar to the Apollo moon landing ... a 
sign that unlikely anyone else will come 
[to the Fukushima Daiichi plant] again.” 

A piece by artist Niwa Yoshinori 
called “Walking In The Opposite Di- 
rection,’ shows Yoshinori attending a 
protest against nuclear plants after Ja- 
pan’s Tohoku earthquake. In the piece, 


Yoshinori walks in the opposite direc- 


tion of the protesters. 

Ritter said that he didn’t know how to 
feel when he first saw the piece. 

“T was kind [of] pissed off,’ Ritter 
said. “[It was] a demonstration against 
the demonstration.” 

He also talked about artist Endo 
Ichiro, who is known as a social activist 
and community organizer in Japan. Af- 
ter the earthquake, Ichiro traveled often 
to devastated areas, like Fukushima, to 
help people in need. 

As part of Ichiro’s 2012 project 


on in the youth market,” Kushner said. 
“Granted it’s healthier — maybe, we'll 
find out — than smoking cigarettes, but 
they’re so addicted to the nicotine that 
they’re like ‘chain vaping.”” 

Another issue e-cigarette regulation 
poses is monitoring other substances 
like marijuana, which people can smoke 
with their e-cigarettes, said Al Austin, 
8th district council member. 


“Rainbow Japan,’ Ichiro traveled 
throughout Japan, writing messages 
such as “Jikk6-ka -nd setto wa iku,” or 
“Ready, set, go,” as a way of encourag- 
ing people to move forward with their 
lives following the disaster. 

Ritter recently helped co-curate the 
exhibition “Roppongi Crossing 2013: 
OUT OF DOUBT” at the Mori Art Mu- 
seum in Tokyo, which showcased many 
of the artists discussed in the lecture. 

Comparative world literature profes- 
sor Jordan Smith helped to organize the 
lecture, which was sponsored by the 
College of Liberal Arts Scholarly Inter- 
section Grants and the Japan Arts and 
Globalization Multi-Campus Research 
Group. 

Smith said he was pleased by the 
turnout of the event. 

“IT was extremely pleased that the 
crowd was so diverse,” Smith said. 
“The talk itself seems to be very well 
received.” 

Senior political science major Rick 
Payan said he thought the lecture was 
effective. 

“You never get to see what artists say 
about natural disasters, and it makes it a 
lot more interesting,” he said. 


As for whether the second-hand 
vapor emitted by e-cigarettes is 
harmful, Kushner said “we don’t 
know yet.” 

“There hasn’t been enough evidence 
or research to see one way or the other,” 
he said. “So, when you have a situation 
like that, just because something is un- 
regulated, it doesn’t mean that it’s safe 
[or] healthy.”

he California Coastal 

Commission meeting at 

Long Beach City Hall had 

some company waiting for 
them outside last Tuesday: a group of 
anti-fracking demonstrators wearing 
hazmat suits, holding boogie boards 
and chanting slogans like, “Keep the 
oil in the soil.” 

Fracking, a slang term for hydrau- 
lic fracturing, is a system of using 
prsessurized water, sand and other 
chemicals to fracture stretches of rock 
and facilitate the extraction of underly- 
ing oil and natural gasses. 

According to the Center for 
Biological Diversity, four additional 
offshore wells in Long Beach Harbor 
were fracked in December, sparking 
the protests. In response, the Coastal 
Commission is looking into Senate 
Bill 1132, which could potentially ban 
fracking. 

Some advocates of the method, 
like Cal State Long Beach geology 
professor Richard Behl, said that if 
carefully monitored, fracking will only 
lead to minor issues. As long as the 
practice is done correctly and avoids 
contamination, he said fracking could 
be economically and environmentally 
beneficial. 

Additionally, Gov. Jerry Brown 
said he plans to enact environmental 
regulations to ensure that fracking 
does not have too great an effect on the 
environment, according to an article in 


the Huffington Post. 

We feel that fracking ultimately 
does more harm than good. While we 
recognize that the energy needs of an 
industrialized economy are high, and 
fracking could create energy indepen- 
dence, it is just a short-term solution 
with serious long-term consequences. 

Fracking not only accounts for the 
spreading of chemicals throughout 
the ocean rifts over a long period of 
time, but it also endangers marine 
life-forms, which may ingest these 
chemicals, according to the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

California is a coastal state, and the 
chemical-filled water that is injected 
into the ground risks polluting ground 
water. Studies have shown that where 
there is fracking, there are higher 
levels of chemicals, such as methane 
and other carcinogens in ground water, 
according to Forbes. 

Considering that California is such 
a beautiful state, we feel that natural 
energy should be utilized to avert the 
damage of fracking. This includes, 
but is not limited to, options like solar 
power, wind, limited water consump- 
tion and driving less. 

Since fracking is not the only 
solution to our unending demand 
for energy, a combination of renew- 
able energy coupled with fracking 
is a possibility. This is a change that 
every individual can make in order to 
weaken the existing rationalization 


for fracking and, hopefully, eliminate 
fracking altogether. 

Ultimately though, we would like 
to see California focus its efforts on 
long-term solutions. As other parts of 
the world continue to become more 
industrialized, demand for natural” 


resources is increasing. 

We would also like to mention that 
alternative energy does not have to be 
the only way to meet energy needs, 
conservation alone can be highly ef- 
fective. 

We feel that Long Beach should 


become a leading force to reduce 
fracking along California’s coast and 
hopefully one day, ban it. 

Perhaps if Long Beach leads the way, 
other cities will fall in line and Califor- 
nia will work towards keeping the frack 
off our coast. 


Gov. Brown takes a stance on marijuana... kind of

On Feb. 27, Gov. Jerry Brown an- 
nounced that he would run in the next 
election. If Brown wins, he will be 
elected to his fourth term, an amaz- 
ing feat considering that he is already 
California’s longest-serving governor, 
according to the Los Angeles Times. 

In the past three years as governor, 
Brown has erased the $27 billion 
deficit and maintained a criminal 
policy that includes several anti-crime 
measures enacted while he has been 
in office. He also gave California 
elementary schools greater control 
over educational practices, according 
to the L.A. Times and the New York 
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Times. 

There are currently only two chal- 
lengers from the Republican party: 
Neel Kashkari, a former U.S. Trea- 
sury official, and Assemblymember 
Tim Donnelly, D-Twin Peaks, both of 
whom lack the name recognition and 
the funds of Brown, whose popular- 
ity among the people is at an all-time 
high, according to the New York 
Times. 

Brown has raised roughly $17 
million in campaign contribu- 
tions. This impressive sum dwarfs 
Kashkari and Donnelly’s combined 
total of $1.5 million in fundraising 
contributions. 

It might seem like Brown is set for 
an easy victory, but there is one issue 
that could potentially derail him. State 


-Democrats support the legalization of 
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marijuana, while Brown has remained 
opposed to the idea. 

According to a poll conducted by 
Tulchin Research, almost 65 percent of 
Californians approve legalizing, taxing 
and regulating recreational marijuana 
in a manner similar to policies regard- 
ing alcohol. Following the drug’s 
legalization in both Washington and 
Colorado, California proposals such 
as the Marijuana Control, Legalization 
and Revenue Act of 2014, are pushing 
for the legalization of marijuana to be 
on the next election ballot, according 
to the Huffington Post. 

Despite the overwhelming support 
for legalization from the Democratic 
party and the public, Brown stated that 
he has no plans to legalize recreational 
marijuana. 

While Brown has noted that 
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California already approves medicinal 
marijuana, he said he is not prepared to 
take the legalization leap until he sees 
how Washington and Colorado handle 
the transition. 

Brown explained his position on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press.” He said that 
marijuana is, like anything else, fine 
in small amounts, but dangerous when 
abused or taken to extremes. 

Brown stated in the interview that, 
“There is a tendency to go to extreme 
and all of a sudden, if there’s advertis- 
ing and legitimacy, how many people 
can get stoned and still have a great 
state or a great nation?” 

It may be too early to be making 
speculations as to who will win or lose, 
but I think that this marijuana issue 
may at least pose as a speed bump for 
Brown’s campaign. 
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I find this rather concerning because 
Brown and his fiscal policies have 
taken California in a very positive 
direction. Brown helped to manage 
California’s huge deficit and his stern 
approach to managing the state budget 
is a refreshing change in California. It 
would be a disappointment if he were 
to lose because a newcomer may undo 
all Brown’s good work. 

Hopefully, Colorado and Wash- 
ington’s experiment with marijuana 
will serve as an example for Brown 
as to how to implement a responsible 
marijuana policy. 

Despite the risks, I feel Brown is 
taking a wise step in waiting to see 
just what happens in Washington and 
Colorado before he makes a final deci- 
sion. An ounce of caution often saves a 
pound of regret.

Bagley, who New York Daily 
News has called a “prolific porn 
watcher,” also made headlines for 
his own expensive consumption of 
porn. He saw Knox’s performance on 
facialabuse.com, one of many sites 
he frequents. Fox News reported that 
Knox wrote that Bagley was praised 
for his actions, while she became a 
victim of campus harassment. For

It’s disgusting to hear 40-some- 
thing-year-old women pontificate on 
mainstream media about how Knox’s 
choices have compromised female 
equality by encouraging women to 
conform to a male-dominant percep- 
tion of sexuality. Knox is a women’s 
studies major who has clearly devel- 
oped her own views about female 
empowerment. 

Her ideas will undoubtedly be 
challenged in the classroom, as they 
should be, but the rest of the world 
shouldn’t be taking the liberty of 
discouraging her exploration. 

If I were to spend time outside of 
a political science classroom actively 
pursuing a belief that American goy- 
ernment is ineffective, that would 
not make headlines. If I spent time 
outside of a math classroom working 
to discover alternative methods for 
solving traditional equations, that 
would go unreported. So when Knox 
spends time outside the classroom, 
discovering for herself how to be 
liberated as a female, she should be 
encouraged, not chastised.

Dressed in a heather grey t-shirt, 
beanie and jeans, you would never 
guess from Kevin Schetne’s laidback 
appearance that he is a self-made busi- 
ness man.

Schetne describes his jour- 
ney with the BMW 2002 as 
a fun process, finding joy in 
transforming and creating 
something that was completely 
different from what was right 
in front of him. Within three 
years, Schetne broadened the 
basic knowledge passed on to 
him from his dad, to a skill set 
that now includes electronics, 
body work and welding, just to 
name a few. 

After making adjustments 
to the wheels, building his 
own fenders and painting the 
exterior, among other modifi- 
cations, Schetne documented 
his. work through stance- 
works.com, a site dedicated 
to the current hype for cars 
and perfected customization. 

Overnight, the “little baby 
car” went viral. Due in part to 
Stance Works, Schetne cred- 
its the car culture and com- 
munity as the gateway to his 
budding success. 

“Everything that I did were 
things that people said they 
wanted to do to their car, but 
couldn’t,” he said. “I love be- 
ing able to give back to the people who 
helped me get into it.” 

Since his BMW 2002 is still a project 
in the works, Schetne relies on his cus- 
tom built 250 Honda Rebel Bobber to 
get to and from classes. ° iagoes 

Utilizing the expansive following he 
gained from his work on both the G35 
and BMW, Tailored Supply began to 
take shape in January in ways that were 
not only automotive. 

During Valentine’s Day, Schetne 
sold a perfected concept from 2012, a 
metal rose he created for his own moth- 
er on Mother’s Day. 

After perfecting his welding skills, 
and constantly thinking of ways to im-

prove the design, Schetne began to sell 
detailed roses fashioned out of scrap 
metal. After a year and a half of work, 
he offered the prototype online for sale: 
Tailored Supply’s metal roses were a hit. 

~ Still in ‘the startup stage, Schetne 
said he hopes to finalize the legal as- 
pects of the business, building up the 
brand, and purchasing a warehouse by 
the time he graduates. 

With the semester in full swing and 
graduation on the horizon this spring, 
Schetne has his hands full, to say the 
least. In between classes and Tailored 
Supply, Schetne can be caught fulfilling 
Amazon orders for Rock On Distribu- 
tion, managing social media for Surf-

day-trading. On top of it all, he was also 
nominated for Student of the Year by 
marketing professor Farhana Siddiqi. 

“T don’t sleep a lot,” Schetne said. “I 
fit in as much as I can in each day. It’s 
been years of work, but because I enjoy 
it, it’s a lot less strenuous.”

game with defense. 

“T’m really proud of our guys, not just 
that we won, but how we won,” Monson 
said. “As they say, survive and advance, 
and we did that.” 

The 49ers’ opening-round victory 
came just half an hour after seventh- 
seeded Cal Poly upset No. 2 UC Santa 
Barbara, a result that set a tone of un- 
predictability for the tournament and 
started a Cinderella run for the Mus- 
tangs. The next day, Cal Poly upset top- 
seeded UC Irvine in the semifinals as 
the 49ers prepared to face CSUN. 

Prior to the start of the tournament, 
the Mustangs had lost five of their last 
six games. 

“Coach [Monson] talked about how 
it’s a new season,” LBSU point guard 
Mike Caffey said. “Every team has no 
wins and no losses. We just have to 
come out hard.” 

With the tournament fully infested 
by the upset bug, the 49ers found them- 
selves in position to be another upset 
victim in the semifinals. They took the 
court against a red-hot CSUN team fea- 
turing some of the best athletes in the 
Big West that had beaten LBSU just a 
week earlier. 

The Matadors (17-18) got their of- 
fense going early. The game was tight 
at first, but CSUN point guard Josh 
Greene got in a groove, hitting all five 
of his first-half field goal tries and six 
of seven free throws on his way to 19 
first-half points. : 

The 49ers went into halftime down 
by 12 but went ona 17-3 run to start the 
second half and took a 49-47 lead after 
a 3-pointer by Caffey. LBSU also put 
the clamp down on Greene, who spent a 
significant amount of time on the bench 
with four fouls.

thanks to Hicks. The junior guard ex- 
ploded for 21 points in the second half, 
with 13 of them coming on free throws. 

Free throws proved to be key down 
the stretch. CSUN backed up its ranking 
as the best free-throw shooting team in 
the nation, making all six of its tries at 
the charity stripe in the last 30 seconds. 

Asked what the secret was to the 
Matadors’ success at the line, CSUN 
head coach Reggie Theus joked “if I 
told you, I’d have to kill you.” 

“It’s something we do every day 
in practice,’ Theus said. “These guys 
thought it was pretty silly at first, but I 
don’t let them talk in the time that we’re 
shooting free throws. It’s not social 
hour.” 

CSUN’s consistency at the line 
proved impossible for LBSU to over- 
come, and the Matadors kept the 49ers 
at distance long enough to seal an 82-77 
victory. 

“Obviously so many teams go 
through this week, and there’s a few 
of them that cut down the nets and get 
the glory, but the majority of teams end 
with a loss here,” Monson said. 

Fifth-seeded CSUN moved on to 
meet No.7 Cal Poly in a matchup of un- 
derdogs in the finals on Saturday. 

This time, the Mustangs made the 
key shots down the stretch and de- 
feated the Matadors, advancing to the 
NCAA tournament for the first time 
in school history. Cal Poly was se- 
lected at a 16 seed and will face Texas 
Southern in a play-in first round game 
to start the tournament, which is per- 
fectly fine with Mustangs head coach 
Joe Callero. 

“My crazy, weird thinking is 16 has 
never beat a | seed,” Callero said on 
Saturday. “I don’t care where we go, as 
long as we are the 16 seed. If we are at 
15 seed I’m going to be pissed.”

Alexander gave up back-to-back sin- 
gles — one which hit off his shoulder- 
before being pulled for Ty Provencher. 
Hoosiers pinch hitter Scott Donley hit 
a ground ball right back up the middle, 
scoring Will Nolden from second to tie 
the game at one. 

The game remained tied until the 
bottom of the ninth, when three pinch- 
hitters were called on. Each of them 
got hits, including Cameron Pongs, 
who delivered a walk off single with 


two outs to give the Dirtbags the 2-1 
victory. 

“T was sitting out in the bullpen ac- 
tually getting ready to pitch,’ Pongs 
said. “I got up there and take a first 
pitch breaker. I know they don’t want 
to throw something straight, so I sat on 
another breaker and he hung it”. 

The Dirtbags hit the road for a mid- 
week game against Loyola Marymount 
on Tuesday before a weekend series at 
Fullerton.

ollowing Long Beach State’s 82-77 loss

Tournament on Friday, head coach Dan 
Monson said he knew changes made last spring 
would force the 49ers to take a step back this year 
in order to improve in the long run.

The Dirtbags could not have played 
a closer weekend series against No. 28 
Indiana. All three of the games were 
tied headed into the ninth inning, and 
the Dirtbags won two of those games in 
walk-off fashion. 


“This series could have gone either 
way,” head coach Troy Buckley said.

The Dirtbags (10-8) pulled off a late
